This 
obs ervation! post is a windmill-shaped; high, wooden platform on high ground 
about 3 kilometers north of the sea, The pletform is about 8 meters high and 
9 meters square, Observers are stationed there at all times to watch United 
Nations’ movements along the coast. An air-raid shelter, 4 meters wide and 
3 meters deep hac been built under this observation post, and a radio receiver 


and transmitter have been installed within it. 
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
